Former Stevens Point Business Man 


Dies at Joplin, Mo., After 


Short Illness. 


Fred T. Boston, who for a number 


of years was prominently identified 
with local business and social circles, 
died at Joplin, Mo., on Sunday. This 
information 
was received 
by his 


brother, H. D. Boston of this city, who 
left Monday morning for Joplin to 
accompany the remains to the old 
home of the family in Maine for in- 
terment. 


The illness which proved fatal to 


Mr. Boston was of about two weeks' 
duration and had its inception with a 
severe cold he contracted. A week be- 
fore his death he was removed to a 
hospital, but he continued to grow 
gradually weaker and on Saturday 
all hope for his recovery was aban- 
doned. 


The deceased was about 50 years of 


age, a native of the state of Maine and 
in young manhood came to Stevens 
Point. For a number of years he was 
a member of the firm of Boston Broth- 
ers, now the Boston Furniture & Un- 
dertaking Co., the partnership includ- 
ing H. D. Boston. On his retirement 
from the firm he became actively in- 
terested in the organization and man- 
agement of the Stevens Point Bedding 
Co. and later, this company having 
ceased operations, entered the furni- 
ture business at Ogden, Utah, with 
Victor ('. John&en, another former 
Stevens Pointer.

ship of several valuable oil leases, 
which, however, he disposed of before 
they were developed to any great ex- 
tent. 
After leaving Bartlesville he 


was located for a time in Tulsa, Okla., 
and from there went to Joplin, Mo., 
where he had an interest in zinc 
mines. 


Mr. Boston is survived by 
hi^ 


brother, II. D. Bostor of this city, and 
one bister, Mrs. J. S. Woods of Nor- 
ridgewock. Maine. 
He also leave-, 


his widow, who was Miss Alma Kern, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Kern, 
formerly of this city. Mrs. Boston 
is now living at Fond du Lac. 


When Stevens Point lodge No. (541, 


B. P. 0. E., was organized in Decem- 
ber, 1900, Mr. Boston was one of the 
charter members, and he was widely 
acquainted throughout this vicinity in 
a business and social way. Recently 
it was repotted that he had been 
granted a pension of $125 per month 
by the Gypsy Oil Co. of Oklahoma. 
but it has since been learned that the 
report was erroneous.

SOY BEANS A HUMAN FOOD. 


Soy bean flour may be used much 


the same way as corn meal. 
Altho 


this crop has been grown in America 
for a quarter of a century, says Farm 
and Home, it has been used only for 
a stock feed, while in China and Japan 
it has been used for human food for 
many centuries. 
Practically the only use made of 


soy bean flour so far in this country 
is in certain types of illness where it 
is desirable to limit the amount of 
starch fed the patient. Flour made 
from ripe soy beans, although rich in 
protien and oil, contains little or no 
starch. 
This is mixed with wheat 


protien and oil, contains little or no 
starch. This mixed with wheat flour, 
therefore increases the protien con- 
tent and lowers the starch content, 
while the bread is very similar in 
appearance to ordinary wheat bread. 
When more than 25 per cent soy bean 
flour is used the character of the 
bread or cakes is materially altered.
